Potemkin and the Bomb

was less by design than by accident 

that I chose the anniversary of the 
October Revolutian on which to see a 
re-screening of “The Battleship Potem- 
kin”. It had irked me for years to think 
that of all the great silent Russian 
films, the only one that had seemed to 
evade me everywhere was “Potemkin”. 
When it wag announced that it was to 
be shown in Jerusalem, I was determi- 
ned to go. Moreover it was puzzling that 
the management of the cinema concer- 
ned should have decided to revive the 
film at this particular juncture. Was it 

celebrate the 44th anniversary of the 
Soviet Union or was it just to cash in 
om the topicality of showing a Russian 
classic at a time when the Seviet Union 
has the world in the grip of fear? 1 
was intrigued, too, to find out what kind 
of audience the picture would draw.

im the cinema, I ceased to query 
the reasons for the revival of “Po- 
temkin”. IT was just gldd that at ijast I 
was seeing it. For although Eiserstein 
made the film as long ago as 1925, it 
still makes a tremendous impression. 
True, the movements are jerky and the 
villains are caricatured as primitive! as 
in any nineteenth-century barn-stormer. 
But the superlative artistry of the mon- 
tage still shines through. The two great 
cannons of the battle-ship are a recurr- 
ing symboj throughout the film. The 
sequence on the steps at Odessa, when 
the Czarist troops advance like a relent- 
less juggernaut. shooting down the 
crowds fleeing like autumn leaves in a 
storm before their jack-boots, remains 
a classic of its kind and one finds one- 

self dry-throated with tension. 


* 

UT it seemed to me that there was 

a deeper lesson to be learned from 
“The Battleship Potemkin” than one on 
the art of cinematography. The story 
of the film is well-known. The time is 
19095 — a date inscribed on the heart 
of every Jew. not because of the Potem- 
kin incident, but because it was the year 
of the Kishineff pogroms. Unrest was 
spreading all over Czarist Russia and 


being put down mereilessly. In Odessa. 
a general strike had been called and 
aboard one of the battleships of the 
Imperial Russian Navy, the crew felt 
themselves at one with the eppressed 
workers on shore. For them, the last 
straw was the maggoty meat of their 
rations and all because of a spoonful of 
malodorous borscht they mutinied. The 
leader of the mutiny was killed by an 
officer and his comrades brought his 
body ashore. There on the wharf-side, it 
became an object of pilgrimage for all 
Odessa, until the Czarist troops brutally 
dispersed the crowd, showing no mercy 
even to the mother who advanced to- 
wards them with her wounded child in 
her arms. The Cézarist fleet was ordered 
to attack the mutinous vessel, but as the 
warships began to close in, cannons 
primed, the sailors aboard the Potemxin 
cried out: “Do not kill your brothers”. 
And the Potemkin sailed through un- 
scathed.

‘HOSE were the days of pre-Revolu- 
tion glory, of belie? in the p--_ter- 
hood of man. It was that aura of uto- 
pianism enveloping the Soviet Union in 
its infancy which proved so attractive 
to millions of idealistic young people 
outside Russia in the twenties, indeed 
for many. unti] the Nazi-Sovie. pec! at 
the beginning of the Second World War 
There was irony in seeing “Potemkin” 
on the day that Marshal Voroshilov had 
to force his way into the Kremlin re- 
ception, th® same dav that Molotov was 
described as “unimportant”. Orice- again 
‘he truth of the remark that a revolu- 
tion destroys its children was empha- 
sized : ? 
Ht is a far ery from the Battleship 
Potemkin to Khrushchev's fifty megaton 
bomb. Then it was the common man of 
Russia striving for recognition of his 
rights as a human being. The sailors of 
the Fiussian Navy were the forerunners 
of the Revolution. Perhaps their spirit 
still lives_on, and will one day be put 
at the service of al] mankind.
